6;373 Students Sign Rolls 
During 3-Day Registration 

Enrollment is expected to be slightly more than 6,600 for 
the first time tinm the 1940-1949 post-Worid War n period 
EL If. OerritE, director of admtasioiu and ragtetration, said 
todi^. In 1948. registration reached a peak of 7,430. 

At the close of the regular enrollment period yesterday 
afternoon, 6,373 students had registered. "This was slightly 
above our estimated figures," Gerritz said. 

"We will probably exceed our original estimate of 6.450 
by 70 when the late enrollees have registered.** There were 
139 late enrollees last year which pushed the final coniA to 
5,977. This would make the fall final registration figures 
about 6»520 if a smaller number of students enroll late, he 
aaid. 

Enrollment figures show a gain of 542 over last year at 
this ttme, or aliiest 10 per eeat ever the MtS earellet 
daring the legiiar petied last fall. 

Of the 6,373 students, figures show that 4,923 men and 
1,450 women have enrolled. This makes the ratio approxi- 
mately 3 men to every girl. 

The 3 to 1 ratio also holds true in each class. There are 
1,208 freshmen men and 486 freshman women; 1 J62 sopho- 
more men to 807 women; 1,011 Junior men to 8t7 women; 
and 937 senior men to 216 women. 

The School of Arts and Sciences has the largest enroll- 
ment on campus, reaching a total of 2,353. There are 1,500 
men and 853 women. In the School of Engineering and 
Architecture there are 1,018 men and 19 women. Pour 
women and 897 men baTe enrolled In the School of Agricul- 
ture. In the School of Home Economics, there are 6 men to 
511 women. The school of Veterinary Medicine has 2r> 9 men 
and 3 women. There are 403 graduate students, 343 men 
and 60 women. 

"We expect enrollment figures to keep climbing and an- 
ticipate about 6,800 students next year. Part of thle In- 
crease Is dueio people being dlsebarged from vipitary serv- 
ice, a slight Increase of freshman studente, and a rise in 
Junior college enrollment," Gerritx said.

President McCain stressed the importance of liicreaslng 
enrollment and the need for more classroom space at K-

The President said fharHflll^ircareitliiieat will begin In- 
creasing much more rapUUy beginning In 1969. He 8Ald'1i» 
felt it would not be a temporary spurt slmHu* to post 
World War H increases and that K-dtate must be ready to 
accommodate the additional load. 

Despite K-State'a tremendous building program during 
the past seven years, there has lieen no appreciable InoreMe 
ln-ftlBBsrifMim.jg>ce, Most buildings oonstruoted during this 
period were designed to meet a speclaraesd and not for 
class meetings, he said. The Field House, Eneineering 
wing, and Vet liospital were pointed out as examples. 

McCain said that future campus cont«tructiaa must meet 
this critical classroom need. 

The President told Shaw that more dormitory and apart* 
ment housing la needed. He said that the GoUege has tp* 

pHed to the Federal Housing administration for money to 
finance 2B4 married housing apartments in addition to the 
196 scheduled to be completed in January. 

He staled that architects may begin drawing plans for 
a new men's dormitory by October mth groundbreaking 
oaremonlee taking place In the spring. ' Tlie dorm would 
house 000 men with a wing capable of bousing anotlier 600^ 
being added at a later date. 

Kitchen facilities for 1,200 would be included in the 
initial biiflding, he said. 

▲iso stressed in the meeting was the uigent need for a 
nev Student Health center. The PrseideBt said he hoped 
construction could begin in July with money from the Bdii> 
catlonai building fund supplemented by $100,000 from the 
Student Health reserve fund. He said lie had high hopes 
the building could be completed two years from now.

Iir THE CAflE at issue, Hostetler had been previously warned twle« 
by Qie campus i)atrol for his reckless driving. Case Bonebrake, physic^ 
plant engineer, dted two occasions where Hostetler was stopped wltbln 
the last two weeks. One was for running a stop sign and the tittier for 
speeding. 

AS THE old saying goes, "the third time is the charm." This happened 
to be li rather deadly charm. 

Don't get tlie idea that Hostetler was the only one on the campus who 
throwB caution to the winds and iromps on the gas pedal. To you stu- 
dents and staff who do the same thing, I ask: 

"Which corner are you going to miss?" 

TO YOr UlU VKKS who feel that you're too smart and too experieaced 
a driver for an accident to happen to you. remember, every driver who 
has an accident probaltly felt the same way before he became a victim. 
Those who arc still alive, drive carefully. 

Hostetler needlessly lost his life. It is indeed fortunate that the inno- 
cent victim of*the crash is recovering. Hostetler, according to his supe- 
riors on the staff, evidently had a bright future ahead of him. It took 
only one split second to cancel that future, 
' THESE Ift a lemon to be learned here. And' that te fate plays no fa- 
vorites. Anyone who drives recklesiHy^ whether burning around a corner, 
racing a friend, or just being foolish, is asking to be injured or killed. 

A memorial fund is being established for Don a von Hostetler to serve 
as "a living memorial to this outstanding graduate and friend of Kansas 
State college."

The revision of the K-State — KU Peace Pact the Council 
recently approved includes an autonu^ dismissal ' clause 
that applies to any student caag]^«IUBaflig csiBfas wm- 
erty— w4iether It h« his own or another campus. 

Though KU ('hancellor Franklin Murphy and President 
McCain issued a joint statement last November 3 saying 
that a student committing vandalism would face dismissal, 
this is the first, time a student governing body oT elthw of 
the two schools has put Its foot down aii# MSxitUttf <B(na« 
out In fovor of the dlsaalisal policy. 

THE K-WFATI! Student Council goes even further than the 
administrator's action. Also Included in the proposed revi- 
sion is a clause stating that the offending student should not 
he admitted to any other college or university.
